PEACE AND STRENGTH 


* “Let peace be in thy strength!” 
This Biblical injunction of ancient 
days might well be an admonition 
in present times to the United 
States. Atomic energy has given 
this nation immeasurable strength; 
sufficient strength to insure peace 
until the world progresses to a point 
where peace may be achieved 
through international idealism. 


With atomic energy has arisen 
the question, “Who should assume 
control of this mighty force?” In 
selecting the correct answer, a mul- 
tiple choice is offered; first, to dis- 
seminate the knowledge to the 
world at large; second, to place the 
formula in the hands of a commit- 
tpe of the United Nations, and 
third, for the United States to con- 
tinue to maintain strict secrecy as 
to the atomic formula. 


In an ideal world, there would be 
no need of choice, knowledge would 
be placed in the hands of ll, 
where it would serve present and 
future generations. But with cur- 
rent civilization characterized in 
large measure by progress in the 
perfection of destruction, it is evi- 
dent that the world at large is not 
yet ready for such a trust. 

‘Proponents of the second solu- 
tion, to place control with a com- 
mittee from the United Nations, 
olfer as an argument the fact that 
within a period of five years un- 
doubtedly scientists of other na- 
tions will have mastered the secret 
of harnessing atomic energy. There- 
fore it would be to our advantage 
to pass on the information now. 
However, past experience seems to 
demonstrate that such a gift would 
not arouse a response of wunder- 
standing on the part of the recipi- 
ents. In many instances, efforts of 
this country to render assistance 
ta other nations, have not been re- 
garded as signs of generously but 
simply as indications of weakness. 
In spite of the efforts of the Uni- 
ted States to arouse a spirit of un- 
derstanding and cooperation among 
nations who so recently waged a 
victorious war, still present at the| 
peace table are secrecy and distrust. 

Under such conditions, the third 
solution, to retain the knowledge | 
achieved by our scientists, is in the 
best interests of the countries of the 
world, and is not a sign of isola- 
tionism or nationalism. Though five 
vears may see other nations achiey- 
ing the formula of atomic energy, 
ene may hope that the same five 
year period also may see the reali- 
zation of ideals embodied in the 
charter of the United Nations. 
Ideals that will direct atomic energy 
into peaceful pursuits not wartime 
assaults. 

“Let peace be in thy strength!” 
This is a sacred trust for the United 
States.
